Thomas Dolman’s own grandmother would appear to have been a Wollaston from the Wollastons of 
Trescott Grange. In a will of 1581 by Thomas Dolman’s putative great Uncle, also Thomas Dolman, a 
London ironmonger, he talks of his Uncle William Wollaston. This William was the grandfather of Sir 
John Wollaston, confirmed Staffordshire Parliamentarian and Lord Mayor of London in the 1640’s. In 
Sir John’s will of 1658, the advowson of Wombourne was granted to the descendants of William 
Bendy, William Pynson and five others.

Near this place lies buried the body of the Rev. John Dolman, (M.A.) rector of Aldridge, prebendary 
and divinity-lecturer of the cathedral church of Lichfield, who died Nov 19 1746, aged 60 years. He 
was diligent and exemplary in the duties of his function, a most affectionate husband, tender parent 
and sincere friend. He married Margaret, the eldest daughter and coheiress of William Bendy, esq. 
of Shutt-end, by Margaret his wife, only daughter of John Hoo, gent. of Bradley-hall, in this county, 
by whom he left two surviving children, viz, William and Mary. William Dolman, (B.A.), a young man 
of great piety and prudence, sobriety and virtue departed this life the 21st day of Jul, 1748, in the 
22d year of his age.
